Art. Sd.—The high contracting parlics re.

The Paris Papers of Friday and Satur- 
day last, wuich arrived late yesterday af. 
ternoon are of considerable importance. 
Fhey are chiefiy occupied by the opcra- 
tions ot Murat, upon whom Buonaparte 
seems now to place great reliance, though 
he had characterized him at the close of 
the Russian Campaign as utterly uuft to

he formerly spurned, {misery acquaints a 
man with strange bed-fellows,) To the Jae 
cobins who he affected to despise, to Care 
not, Fouche, and old battered Peauravcau, 
and Theilhard whom he banished from 
his Councils and presence, to Brune 
whom he imprisoned, and to Murat whom 
he insulted. 

In the words of the Vienna Gazette, 
Murat has indeed thrown of (he mask— 

„he has set himself up as the asserter of the 
independence of ltaly, and asks by what 
right Foreigners pretend to ravish that 
independence from the ltalian people—but 
who is he? ĳs he a Native of Italy? 
How was the independence of Italy con- 
sulted when he was raised to the Throne 
of Naples ?—however the mornent is at 
length arrived—and why did it not be- 
fore ? Because Î had not received the proof 
of the perfidy of your enemies—because 
Ì had assertained they did not mean to ree 
Cognise nie, If they had, you, and your 
independence might have gone to the 
ee, and those Foreigners against 
whom Ì now pretend to beso indignant 
would have been my Allies, whom Ï 
shoald have been bound to assist, in pree 
venting any efforts on your part to assert 
your independence. 

This is his bove for the Freedom of Îta- 
Iy—let Austria change her Policy with 
respect to him, and his famous Proclamae 
tion from Rimini would be instantly suce 
ceeded by a Proclamation from Florence or 
from Parma denouncing all wlio under 
the specious garb of independence should 
dare to excite the deluded people against 
their ancient and legitimate sovereign. 
The tactics of the Sans Calottes and their 
Successors are well known.—But apply 
tie touch=stone fo, him—he desires the 
independence of Maly, and calls upon the 
people to have a Government of their own 
clioice, and a realty national representan 
tion—U pon his owa principles, thercfore, 
he should give up the throne and suffer 
te Neapolitans to choose a Government 
for themselves. 

The culogies bestowed upon us in his 

roclamation are for the purpose of ine 
ducing the people to believe that we are 
favourable 4o his profects, 

It seems, however, {hat the Italians do 
„not place much reliance on the prornises 
of (his former Marshal ot France. . They. 
have heard perhaps of the villanies of (hose 
perjurers, Ney and Massena3 at least we 
cannot discover that they have risen in his 
support, and even the Paris papers them. 
selves, much as they are inclined to exag. 
gerate his victories, prove that he has in 
fact gained no advantage of any conge= 
quence over the Austrians in the field, 
Fhey mention a battle of six hours on the 
4th, between Bologna and Modena, but it 
led to no result of any importance. On the 
sixth the Neapolitans entered Florence. 
On the 10th they represent (hem as attack= 
ing Gen. Nugent, but nothing was known 
of the result. 

Florence isa good way in (he rear of 
Botogna. We snppose (hat it was an- 
other colamn of Murat’s army that enter- 
ed Florence—the advantage he has gain- 
ed consists in occupying the ground 
ubandoned by the Aastrians=—an advane 
tage-certainly, if he has force enough to 
act offensively—but a fatal movement if 
he is attacked bya superior army on ac- 
count of the distance between him ai! the 
Neapolitan territeries. Besides he leaves 
Naples open to an attack from the Come 
bined British and Sicilian troops. For he 
is ta be considered as having declared war 
Against us all as well as Austria. 

We must receive the accounts of the 
entire snbimission of the south with dise 
trust; for after being told that the ine 
surreclion was quite at an end, an event 
celebrated by the dischange of 100 pieces 
of cannon in different parts of France. We 
now find by a letter from Grouchy, that

Bonaparte was at Paris at the latest adviees 
organizing his army—he professes to require only 
the execution of the Treaty of Paris, and has address- 
ed a letter to the Sovereigns of Europe tothat effect— 
his object appears to be to identify himself with the 
French People, and to make them consider the war 
not personal against himself, but against the will of 
the French Nation. A Treaty of. Peace has been 
executed between Russia, Prussia, Austria and 
Great Britain.
